G.S.K. 339(E;.~-In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-aection i3> of 
section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances of Memtwrs of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 
of 19541, the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of that section, 
after consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allowance*) 
Rules, 1957, the same having been approved and confirmed by the Chalrmkn of 
the Council of States, and the Speaker of the House of the People, as required 
by sub-section (4) of the said section, namely:—i 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Members of Parliament 
Daily AllO'.vancesl Amendment Rules, 1973.

(2) They shall come into ncc uri the date .jf ihca' publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. In the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allowances'! Rules 
19.57, after rule 3, the following rule shall be inserted, namelv;_ 

■3-A, tlj Save us otheiwise provided in these rules, the air fare refersed 
to in clau.se (b'; of sub-sectlon (1) of section 4, or in liause fbl of 
section :i sh,tll be calculated bv the direct route: ' ' 
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LI'arv Jl — 


Provided that where there are more routes than one^ the air fare shall be 
colculaled by the route by which a Member may most speedily reach, 
his destination. 

(2) Where the direct route is temporarily closed, or there is no service on a 
particular day, and tile journey is performed by the Member by the 
next cheapest route, the air fare shall be allowed by that route. 

(i) Where it la not convenient for a Member to travel by the direct route, 
he may travel by any route more convenient to him and in such a 
case, he shall be allowed an amount which is equal to— 

(i) the air. fare by the route by which he had actually travelled, or 

til) the air fare by the direct route plus a sum of rupees one hundred and 
twenty, whichever is less. 

(4) Where a Member travels by a circuitous alr-cum-rall route, he shall 

be allowed travelling allowance under section 4 for the journey 
actually performed by alr-cum-rall or the travelling allowance by air 
by the direct route, whichever is less: 

Provided that where the air portion of the journey performed is less than 
half the total distance by the direct route, the travelling allowance by 
air shall be allowed for the distance actually travelled by air and 
for the reminder of the Journey, travciilng allowance by rail shall be 
allowed by working out the total rail mileage by the direct route 
from the starting point to the destination and reducing there from 
the rail mileage from the starting point upto the place a Member 
travelled by air. 

(5) Where a Member had actually performed his journey by air under 

section 4 or section 5, he shall produce the counterfoil of the air 
ticket; 

Provided that where the counterfoil Is lost or has been misplaced, the 
Member shall produce a certillcate frOm the Indian Airlines for having 
performed the journey by air."
